ASSESSOR’S WORK COMPLETED 

Total Valuation of $1,420,275 Is Shown 

With a Large Net Increase Over 
Last Year 

City assessment rolls for the current 
year have juxl been completed by City 
Assessor Perry, with the assistance of 
Max Wolff, showing a conalderable In- 
erease over that of last year. The 
total valuation shown Is $1,420,275. Of 
this amount $54,140 is exempt from 
haul taxation, leaving a net taxable 
valuation of $1,366,135. This figure 
Is of course subject to change by the j 
city trustees sitting as a hoard of 
equalization. They will begin their 
work next Monday morning, continu¬ 
ing with dally sessions until each Item 
on the roll has been considered. 

Assessments are classified as fol- I

lows: Land, $673,440; Improvements. 

*459,625; Personal, $87.2’0, The $54,140 
of property which Is exempt from local ! 
taxation is classified as follows: Csed 
for religious purposes, $4,930; Used for 
school purposes, $12,300; Property of 
veterans of U. S. wars, $5,270; Oper¬ 
ative property of public service cor¬ 
porations, $30,600; Owned by city, $840. 
Igisl year's total of taxable property 
was $1,230,000, the Increase this year 
being $136,135. 

At the maximum rate of $1.00 on 
each $100 valuation this assessment i 
roll would yield $13,661. Last year the 
total rate was 92 cents on each $100, 
divided as follows: General fund. 54 
cents; bond Interest and sinking fund. 
26 cents; library fund, 12 cents. The 
money In the general fund from that 
levy Is already exhausted, due partly to 
tin- extra expenses of the Italdwin con¬ 
demnation suit. Inasmuch as the ex- j 
pendllures incurred from the present 
time until the next tax money begins 
to come in will have to lie met out of 
tile new levy, In addition to the ex- 
peases of the entire following liscul 
year the taxpayers can hardly hope 
for such a low rate the coming year. 
However the expenses of the water 
suit will be refunded to the general 
fund after the bond* are sold, which 
is an uncertain date. 

The State Tax Syetem 

Some citizens continue to worry 
about the fact that public service cor¬ 
porations are relieved from city and 
count) taxation on their operating 
property, the exemption in Sierra Mad¬ 
re amounting to *30,890 as shown 
above Hy the operation of what was 
known as constitutional amendment 
No. t it was planned to have such cor¬ 
porations pin all the stale taxes, re¬ 
lieving private property therefrom. A 
simple calculation will show that the 
amendment saves several thousand 
dollars to the taxpayers of Sierra 
Madre in spite of tile fact that the 
city Hnim* rc*vi*nu«\ 

Suppose the city lax rate were the 
maximum of $1 on each $100. l>n the 
$ 30,800 of corporation property which 
Is now exempted that rate would yield 
$308. This may be considered as the 
revenue which Is lost to the city by the 
operation of amendment No. 1. Hut at 
the same time the entire local assess¬ 
ment roll is exempted from state tax¬ 
ation.

For state senator from the 35th dis¬ 
trict. Senator N. W. Thompson of San 
Gabriel will have no opposition at the 
primaries. 

For assemblyman from the 69th dis- j 
triet the fight is between Kgbert J. [ 
Gates of South Pasadena and W. H. 
Evans of Monrovia. Mr. Gates was 
nominated by the conference of repre¬ 
sentatives from all the towns In the 
district and Is a young man of great 
ability. He has the indorsement of the

WARNING TO PARENTS 

Board of Health Urges Caution in 
Care of Children 

Precautionary steps were taken at a 
meeting of the hoard of health yes¬ 
terday, owing to the epidemic of In¬ 
fantile paralysis prevalent in I.os Ang¬ 
eles and other places. A resolution 
was adopted requesting that Sunday 
schools and other gatherings of chil¬ 
dren tie discontinued during a month 
at least !t was reported to tin- hoard 
that no cases had appeared in Sierra 
Madre and it was thought best to do 
everything possible to prevent the 
spreading of infection in case any 
should appear. 

Complaint has recently come from 
a number of sources regarding the ap¬ 
pearances of an unusual number of 
mosquitoes, heretofore an almost un¬ 
known pest in Sierra Madre. Search 
for possible breeding places revealed 
a great many more or less permanent 
mud puddles about leaking hydrants 
and water meters. These afford ideal 
places for mosquito propagation. A 
number of such places were drained 
and oil applied to prevent further hab¬ 
itation by the p'Sts. Property owners 
are urged by the board to examine 
their premises carefully and see that 
all such places are given the proper

"To Water Users; 

"At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Board ol Directors held on the 
evening of the 5th Inst., the superin¬ 
tendent reported that owing to the 
usual falling off in the supply of grav¬ 
ity water at this season of the year, 
together with a greatly increased ton- 
sumption, he hail been compelled to 
draw upon the new well, in order to 
meet the demands of consumers. 

“A committee of the Hoard of Direc¬ 
tors have for some weeks past been 
preparing for the contingency hy in¬ 
stalling a temporary plant to handle the 
water from the new well and hy mak¬ 
ing certain changes in the company's

The reason for that was ob¬ 
viously the great slaughter which took 
pane two years ago when fully forty 
backs were killed within a few miles of 
Sierra Madre As a result the bucks 
which were not killed off that season 
wisely sought safer pastures. 

Last year the season was shortened 
to one month which also Imd some 
effect in reducing the number of bucks 
killed. The short season still remains 
in effect, < losing en September 15. 

The dove season opens on September 
1st and continues until November 1st. 
Mountain quail, grouse and sage hen 
may l>e shot at the same time and until 
December 1st. but vallei quail ma> not 
he shot until October loth.
